Wrongfully accused in bank robbery 
Eight-year court battle ends in $750,000 settlement

“ Ain’t nobody gonna come get 
me no more,” a joyful W illiam 
DePalm a 
told 
his 
tearful 
daughters as they stood on the 
steps of the federal courthouse, 
their ordeal finally over. 
His hair is grey and his face 
is wrinkled after an eight-year 
legal battle to clear his name 
of bank robbery charges — a 
battle that was fought for more 


than two years from a cell at 
M cN eil 
Island 
Fed eral 
Prison. 
On Tuesday DePalm a agreed 
to an out-of-court settlement in 
two suits for $750,000, believed 
to be the largest award ever in 
a civil rights or wrongful im ­ 
prisonment suit. 
DePalm a, 37, was eventually 
excmerated after his 1973 pa­ 
role, when the fingerprints used 


as evidence in his trial were 
found to have been forged. The 
W hittier catering truck driver 
then sued the City of La Habra 
and the fingerprint specialist 
who testified against him. 
He filed a $5.3 million federal 
suit against a Buena Park po­ 
liceman — who has since been 
removed from the force in an 
unrelated case of falsifying evi­ 
dence — and a separate civil 


suit against the city. 
The suits were set to go to 
trial Tuesday when the settle­ 
ment was announced. DePalm a 
said he believed he would have 
received a larger settlement 
had he pursued the l^ a l action 
further. “ But my wife and chil­ 
dren had gone through literally 
eight years of hell, and 
I 
thought money or no money it 
was time to stop it,” he said. 


DePalm a was sentenced in 
1968 to 15 years in prison for 
the armed robbery of $2,400 
from a Buena Park savings and 
loan office, despite the testi­ 
mony of more than a dozen w it­ 
nesses that he was 15 miles 
away at the time. 
The key evidence in the case 
was a set of fingerprints from 
the office’s counter, purported­ 
ly those of DePalm a. After ap­ 


peals went all the way to the 
L IS. Supreme Court, he entered 
prison in August 1971. 
Finally, two months after his 
December 1973 parole, it was 
proved by John Bond, a private 
investigator hired by DePalm a. 
that the fingerprints had been 
forged by Buena Park police­ 
man Jam es Bakken. 


DePalm a said he can’t forget 


the nightmare the last eight 
years have been. 
“ There’s no way they could 
pay me back for what I went 
through,’’ he said outside the 
U.S. Courthouse. “ They could 
give me this 
building 
and 
McNeil Island subdivided into 
condominiums and no way will 
it turn my hair black again or 
take the wrinkles from my 
face.’’

Three law enforcement officers 
are among the witnesses lined 
up to testify for the prosecution 
in the rebuttal p«li(M i of Joan 
Little’s trial for murder. 
Attorneys for Miss Little, ar­ 
guing that the 21-year-old black 
woman stabbed her white jailer 
in self defense after he forced 
her to perform c«*al sex on him, 
rested their case late Tuesday 
after four days of testimcMiy. 
The

contends 
Miss 
Little stabbed jailer Clarence 
Alligood 11 times with an ice 
pick last Aug. 27 so she could 
escape from the Beaufort Coun­ 
ty jail at Washington, N.C. She 
was being held there pending 
an appeal of a breaking and en­ 
tering conviction. 
It appears likely that the 
case may go to the jury Friday 
or Saturday. 
Im mediately after resting his 
case, defense attorney Je rry 
Paul moved for dismissal of all 
charges against Miss Little. 
Judge Hamilton Hobgood de­ 
nied the defense motions. 
“ The court rules that there is 


a conflict in the evidence that 
must be resolved by the ju ry,’’ 
Hobgood said. 
A brief commotion erupted in 
the courtroom after Hobgood 
denied the motion when a bail­ 
iff said he heard one of the 
spectators say “ son of a bitch.’’ 
Under orders from the judge, 
the bailiff removed two mem­ 
bers of the North Carolina 
Black Panther party. 


Both men denied saying it, 
and the bailiff admitted he did 
not know who said it. 
No 
charges were filed. 
The list of rebuttal witnesses 
for the prosecution includes 
three law enforcement officers, 
a Washington, N.C., bondsman 
and a Washington telephone op­ 
erator. 
Two of the law enforcement 
officers, Beaufort County Depu­ 
ty W illis Peachey and SU te Bu­ 
reau of Investigation agent W il­ 
liam Slaughter, testified for the 
state earlier in the trial. The 
earlier testimony of the tele­ 
phone operator was not allowed 
in the presence of the jury.

Often when some fact mysteriously comes to public 
attention, it is a harbinger of other undisclosed informa­ 
tion about to surface. 
Such was the instance which occurred at the Tuesday 
afternoon meeting of the Lee County Board, when County 
Clerk John Stouffer read a resolution that Lucille Bush­ 
man, an employe in the county nursing home, be accredit­ 
ed as an eligible participant in the Illinois Municipal Re­ 
tirement Fund (IM R F ) for the year 1970. 
In response to question, Stouffer said he did not know 
how the request came about and Board Chairman Irvin 
Koch denied any knowledge about how the request came 
to the board’s attention. 
Stouffer said all he knew about it is that (bounty Treas­ 
urer Sharon Thomj»on told him about the omission of the 
employe being put on state retirement fund when she was 
eligible for participation in 1970. 
Thompson today is out of town attending the summer 
seminar for country treasurers and could not be contacted 
for comment about what she knows about the m atter. 
Bushman earned $1,637.50 in 1970, according to infor­ 
mation Stouffer presented and resolution stipulated the 
county pay both its share and employe’s contribution for 
that year. 
Stouffer said the present rate of contribution is 4.8 per 
cent from each the county and the employe but he was not 
sure what the rate was in 1970. 
Still answering questions, Stouffer stated someone 
failed to give her an application blank when she was eligi­ 
ble. 
He said when the county voted to participate in IM R F 
it is mandatory that each full-time employe under 60 
years of age participate in the plan. 
Lowell B ^ s , D istrict 1, Health and W elfare Commit­ 
tee chairman, listened to what Stouffer said and was one 
of his questioners and then announced he had just learned 
there is an unknown number of other nursing home em­ 
ployes who are not included in IM R F . 
He noted there is $2,296.14 in this year’s budget for 
county contribution to IM R F which has not been paid by 
the county treasurer, because some of the nursing home 
employes are not ca-tified to participate in the retirement 
plan. 
Koch suggested his committee find out who they are, 
how l(mg they have worked for the county and how much 
they have made in each year they have been eligible for 
participation in IM R F and have not been included. 


Beggs’s next question was whose budget will the back 
payments come from? 
The chair did not answer but Donald Burke, District 3, 
suggested it should be charged to the IM R F , which is 
funded by a tax levy. 
The board then heard from John Frankovitch, an as­ 
sociate of the group who purchased the old nursing home 
property near Eldena. 
Frankovitch told the board about a planned auction of 
the property to be held Saturday. He said part of the land 
will be divided into 10 parcels, from five-acre tracts to 40- 
acre plots, and the personal property at the location w ill 
be included in the auction. 
The latter includes the nursing home building, a resi­ 
dence once used by the administrator and a barn, as well 
as items of equipment in the various buildings. 
Frankovitch said proceeds from the auction will be 
turned over to the county as a payment on the three-year 
sales contract, except that the auctioneer’s fee for sale of 
the land will be deducted from the income. 
He suggested if $60,000 is realized from the auction, 
the county might agree to release the sales of part of the 
land and his associates probably would seek to mortgage 
the balance to pay off the county. 


State’s Atty. Patrick Ward said the county’s interest 
in the property is secure and while he questioned the sale 
of the personal property for an unknown amount, gave his 
approval to the arrangement. 
Burke, a member of the Finance Committee, speak­ 
ing for the committee, said the members felt Frankovitch 
should go ahead with the auction, if he chooses, and after­ 
wards should get a mortgage on the remainder of the 
property and pay off the county. 
The board concurred with the request on a voice vote 
which was not unanimous. 
Charles Dunphy asked why sheriff’s deputies patrol 
state highways and use radar to catch speeders. 
Sheriff Ray Nehring was not present to answer the 
member’s question, but Ward said it was to enforce traffic 
laws and noted the State Police do not have to patrol state 
highways. He said he did not know the pattern of patrol 
the SUte Police use in Lee County. 
David Considine, District 1, told Dunphy he had asked 
the sheriff the same question and was told the deputies pa­ 
trol high accident areas on highways, such as 111 2 be­ 
tween Dixon and Sauk Valley College and on U.S. 30 near 
the Pine Hill area south of Ashton.

WASHINGTON 
(LEN S)— 
Russian buyers have left tbe 
United States with import con­ 
tracts for 9.8 million tons of 
grains tucked under their arms. 
The spree has ended, but Ameri­ 
can officials expect more buying 
after mid-August. The Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture revised its 
forecast of the Russian grain crop 
sharply downwards again from 
the 195 million tons predicted a 
few weeks ago. More drought 
problems east of the Volga River 
could mean up to five million tons 
more sales for the Midwest. 
The United States has so far 
been Russia's main supplier; 
Canada is only supplying two mil­ 
lion tons of wheat, and Australia 
7 50,000 tons. How much more can 
be sold will depend on the size of 
the American corn crop (of which 
4.5 million tons are already com­ 
mitted). If all goes well, Russian 
buyers should be back. But the 
deals already made ensure this 
year’s farm exports will at least 
equal 1974’s $21 billion. This is a 
vindication of the free-market 
policy of Secretary of Agriculture 
Earl Butz, and it is likely to keep 
the powerful farm lobby happy 
throughout the presidential elec­ 
tion year. 
The government, however, has 
its hands full pacifying resent­ 
ment at the large sales from con­ 
sumers and politicians. There is 
still a harsh memory of the 1972 
grain sale to Russia (almost 20 
million tons of grains altogether). 
Those sales caused world prices 
to rocket for the next two years. 
The new assistant secretary of 
agriculture, Richard Bell, will 
now start a campaign to demon 
strate why the sales will not do 
what they did in 1972. The size of 
the shipments will be smaller 
(though perhaps by less than 5 


million tons). Since 1972 the ad­ 
ministration has abolished price 
supports to exporters which 
meant the Russians were actually 
paying a sheltered price (and 
then in some cases reselling it at 
full price). And, lastly, world 
grain production this year is esti­ 
mated at 6 per cent higher than 
last year, with most of the rise in 
the United States. 


But there has been a justified 
outcry that, as in 1972, the grain 
deals have been cloaked in secre­ 
cy. The contracts have been 
mostly negotiated in Moscow by 
the large independent grain deal­ 
ers, only one of which, Cook In­ 
dustries, is a public company ob­ 
liged to publish its accounts. The 
other main companies, Bunge 
Corporation, Cargill and Conti­ 
nental Grain are among the big­ 
gest companies in the United 
States and yet, being private, are 
responsible to neither sharehold- 


ers nor any government agency. 
Not even the department of agri­ 
culture, it seems, has been able to 
keep tabs on the negotiations 
which, by having a direct effect 
on domestic grain prices, are vi­ 
tal to the administration’s policy 
in controlling inflation. 
The American public has a 
long-standing dislike for large 
and clandestine corporations, and 
many of its worst suspicions 
about the grain companies may 
have been confirmed as the scan­ 
dals of forged and substandard 
shipments of grain from New Or­ 
leans ana Houston are unrav­ 
elled. 
The Department of Agricul­ 
ture was particularly lax in over­ 
seeing the export shipments of 
which it so proudly boasted, and 
not surprisingly it is the farmers 
themselves who feel most cheat­ 
ed. But the scandals have not 
dulled customers’ appetites for 
American grains.

As Ne w York goe s , so goe s Tok y o 


TOKYO (LENS)— New York is 
not the only metropolis which cannot 
make ends meet. Just when Mayor 
Beame was slashing his budget to 
appease his hard-nosed bankers, To­ 
kyo’s Governor Ryokichi Minobe 
was wondering where to get the $7 
billion or more Tokyo needs to sup­ 
port local services this year and to 
meet $340 million in salary increases 
approved last year. Like New York, 
Tokyo has also run into apparently 
insurmountable obstacles in its at­ 
tempt to borrow enough to meet its 
commitments. 
Tokyo’s nightmares are, howev­ 
er, not so much financial as political. 
Banks would be happy to increase 
their advances, which come as pub­ 
lic subscriptions to municipal bonds, 
if the central government would let 
them. But the central government 
will not, because it does not approve 
of some things the Communist- and 
Socialist-backed governor wants to 
spend money on. Even conserva­ 
tives cannot disapprove of the effi­ 


cient garbage collection system Mi­ 
nobe has introduced, which has in­ 
creased its intake by 15-20 per cent a 
year (compared with London’s 0.7 
per cent) and now disposes of about 
15,000 tons a day. But Liberal Demo­ 
crats do not like the high salaries of 
Tokyo's government employes, 
which average 18 per cent more than 
civil service earnings, and they like 
even less what they consider to be 
overspending on health and welfare, 
which in Japan is wholly a local gov­ 
ernment responsibility. 
The irony is that, although Mino­ 
be complains that the central gov­ 
ernment has put far too much em­ 
phasis on economic growth, Tokyo’s 
finances are highly geared to busi­ 
ness prosperity. More than half of its 
tax revenue comes from two compa­ 
ny taxes, each a percentage of cor­ 
porate profits. What is more, the lo­ 
cal government has almost no power 
to vary the percentage, as Tokyo 
discovered last year when it tried to 
increase the tax on big companies. 


The central government also con­ 
trols the tax collector’s definition of 
corporate profits and decides how 
the amounts earmarked for local au­ 
thorities are split between compet­ 
ing claimants. 


All this tends to be bad news for 
Tokyo, which gets less than 0.2 per 
cent of the total government subsi­ 
dies to local authorities (amounting 
to $23 billion in 197 3-7 4), no doubt be­ 
cause others are deemed needier. 
The final blow came last year when 
the ministry of finance would au­ 
thorize only $280 million of Tokyo’s 
$7 90 million loan program. The re­ 
sult was a deficit which is putting a 
tight political squeeze on Minobe. 
This year the governor says he 
ne**ds to borrow $637 million without 
even meeting his full salary com­ 
mitments. He will be lucky if he is 
allowed half that. In fact there is no 
way he can get off the hook unless 
profits soar again and capitalism 
delivers the goods. 


All I had

It is difficult to believe that a 
year has passed since the greatest 
constitutional crisis the nation has 
ever faced, save for the Civil War. It 
will always and forever be known 
simply as “ Watergate,” and it 
reached its dramatic climax with 
the resignation of Richard Nixon 
from the office of the presidency. 
That the anniversary has come 
and gone with an almost total ab­ 
sence of observance or comment 
cannot be due alone to the fact that 
Americans have forgotten, or want 
to forget, the sordid scandal which 
absorbed their attention for nearly 
two years. 
It says something about the resil­ 
iency of our political system and the 
abiding commitment of the Ameri­ 
can people to the principle that ours 


is a government of laws, not of men. 
It is also difficult to recall the 
passions that stirred Americans 
during the last days of Watergate, 
and a month later when President 
Ford granted an untimely, or cer­ 
tainly controversial, pardon to his 
predecessor. Despite the bitterness 
many felt over the forced resigna­ 
tion, no pro-Nixon party has gath­ 
ered around the ex-president in ex­ 
ile—nor, let itbe emphasized, has he 
attempted to encourage one—dedi­ 
cated to his rehabilitation or some 
sort of political revenge. 
The same would not be true in 
many other countries. 
Not much, it is claimed, has 
changed in Washington in the past 
year. It is still politics as usual, and 
the record of the “ reform” Congress 


elected last November offers little to 
counter that view. 
Perhaps so. Perhaps it will al­ 
ways be so. As Churchill said, de­ 
mocracy is the worst system—ex­ 
cept for all the others. 
But something else can also be 
said: For all the lamentations one 
hears about the future of the country 
as it approaches the beginning of its 
third century, Americans have 
shown an amazing capacity to sur­ 
mount crises, to put aside honest and 
deeply held differences and rally to­ 
gether for the integrity and safety of 
this commonality we call America. 
We are more than just the mate­ 
rial envy of the world. We continue 
to hold high the beacon light of liber­ 
ty under law the Founders first lit so 
long ago.

After 17 years of operation, a 
juvenile checkpoint on the U.S.- 
Mexican border at San Ysidro, 
Calif., has been closed down.. 
Established in 1958 as a bar­ 
rier against what officials called 
“ the dissolute, lewd and immoral 
conditions” across the border and 
the marijuana, heroin and vene­ 
real disease brought back by 
youngsters, the control station 
had stopped some 130,000 under­ 
age youths, many of them runa­ 
ways as young as 12 years old. 
Last Easter weekend, 500 teen­ 
agers out of 2,000 who convened 
on the border were turned back. 
The San Diego city council has 
voted to withdraw its share of the 
$47 0,000 yearly cost of the check­ 


point, reports the New York 
Times, and state officials say that 
because of this state support 
money is being discontinued. 
Although a 1969 California law 
still prohibits the entry of youths 
under 18 into Mexico unless they 
are accompanied by an adult or 
can produce letters of permission 
signea by their parents, the with­ 
drawal of 25 San Diego policemen 
who manned the checkpoint 
around the clock means that 
“ now the border crossing is wide 
open to them,” says one police of­ 
ficial. 
Parent-teacher 
associations 
and juvenile authorities who op­ 
posed the closing were overpow­ 
ered by economy-minded critics 


who called the checkpoint a 
“ baby-sitting operation” and an 
out-of-date waste of money “in 
these times of permissive teen­ 
age lifestyles.” 
It is a curious kind of circular 
reasoning. It says, in effect, that 
because of the permissiveness of 
contemporary American society, 
there is no longer any need to re­ 
sist permissiveness. 
It may be true, as one San Die­ 
go councilman argued, that it is 
time to “ let the parents of these 
kids exert some control over them 
rather than leaving it up to the po­ 
lice.” 
But if parents exerted no con­ 
trol in the past, they are hardly 
likely to start doing so now.

The Do cto r Sa y s :

DEAR DR. LAMB - I 
stopped smoking a few months 
ago and feel great. There are 
times when I truly would love to 
have a cigarette but hesitate 
out of fear of becoming hooked 
again. 
Is smoking like drinking? Do 
you really need to have “ just 
one’’ in order to get started 
again? 
DEAR READER — It is a 
good idea to think of it that way. 
Most of the patients I have 
seen, and friends, who have 


quit smoking find they cannot 
just smoke a little. The mistake 
begins when the person thinks, 
“ I can liave just one and it 
won’t hurt.’’ Then he has two a 
day and finally he is back 
smoking as much as before. 
There is only one reliable way 
to avoid getting back on the 
habit and that is to never, 
never, never take just a puff 
from someone else’s cigarette 
or decide to “ smoke just one.’’ 
Incidentally, I was pleased 
and impressed to note that at 
the recent national meeting of 


the 
American 
College of 
Physicians in San Francisco, 
attended by many of tne 
nation’s leadhig physicians, one 
seldom saw a doctor smoking, 
even in the halls or areas where 
it was allowed. A ver>- high 
percentage of doctors have in­ 
deed quit smoking and most of 
those who haven’t would like to 
quit. 
DEAR DR. LAMB — I am a 
senior citizen and try to eat sen­ 
sibly, but lately I’ve been eat­ 
ing quite a bit of peanut butter 
and wonder about it because of 


cholesterol. Is it polyun­ 
saturated or not? 
DEAR READER — About 70 
peí* cent of the calories in 
peanut butter are from fat. 
Roughly one-fourth of the fat is 
saturated 
fat, 
one-fourth 
polyunsaturated fat and half 
monounsaturated fat. This 
means that is classified as a 
high-fat, high-saturated fat 
food and should be used 
sparingly if at all by people 
needing to watch their calorie 
intake or to limit their fat and 
saturated fat intake. 


Peanut butter contains no 
cholesterol. Plants do not make 
cholesterol, and it is found only 
in animal foods of animal 
origin. However, too Many 
calories, too much fat and par­ 
ticularly too much saturated fat 
may cause the body to form too 
much cholesterol in some peo­ 
ple. 
DEAR DR. LAMB — I’d like 
to know whether one can 
tighten stretched skin by exer­ 
cise. What exercise can I do for 
this? 
DEAR READER — There is 


not much you can do about this. 
An overstretched skin is like an 
overstretched balloon and is not 
likely to snap back to its 
original shape. 
The face and neck do have an 
underlying muscle attached to 
the skin, part of which is called 
the platysma muscle. When you 
make a face or grimace you can 
make this muscle stand out. By 
tensing these and other facial 
muscles you can tighten up the 
face and help to maintain facial 
muscle size, just as you main­ 
tain muscles in the arms or legs 


by maintaining an exercise 
program. 
These exercises won’t shrink 
the skin, they merely lift it up 
and help some to fill out the 
space under the skin. In the 
final analysis when the skin is 
overstretched too much, from 
previous obesity or from the 
normal skin growth with in­ 
creasing years, the only way to 
reduce the size of the skin is to 
cut out some of the excess, and 
that means cosmetic surgery.

“This is the foulest, subtlest, 
and most venomous serpent 
that ever issued from the eggs 
of sedition.” That is how Daniel 
Leonard, a Loy alist of Taunton, 
Mass., described committees of 
correspondence in the Massa­ 
chusetts Gazette and Boston 
Post-Boy . 
In the y ears 1771 and 1772 
radical leaders like Sam Ad­ 
ams almost despaired of keep­ 
ing the quarrel with Great Brit­ 
ain alive. There were few new 
grievance to complain about 
after Parliam ent had repealed 
the Townshend Revenue Act, 
ex cept for the duty on English 
tea imported by Americans. 
Troops had been removed 
from Boston soon after the 
“M assacre” ; disputes over the 
quartering of British soldiers 
had subsided; nonimportation 
agreements had collapsed; and 
even the great question of P a r­ 
liam ent’s authority over the 
colonies seemed to have been 
largely forgotten. 
Patriot agitators had to con­ 
tent themselves with rehashing 
stale arguments in the newspa­ 
pers or in commemorating past 


ex amples of British ty ranny 
like the B(x ston Massacre. To 
the despair of the Sons of Liber­ 
ty large quantities of dutied 
English tea were imported by 
the colonists in these y ears 
Some radicals thought the 
revolutionary movement would 
die out completely . 
The monotony of these quiet 
y ears was relieved somewhat 
by the burning of the British na­ 
val vessel, the Gaspee, in Nar- 
ragansett Bay in May 1772. 
When the authorities took steps 
to apprehend and punish the 
culprits, cries of oppression 
were heard again. And propa­ 
gandists filled the newspapers 
with charges against the Brit­ 
ish. 
At about this time Sam Ad­ 
ams and his friends began the 
organization of committees of 
correspondence. 
A Boston 
town 
m eeting 
(November 1772) created a 
standing committee of corre­ 
spondence with Jam es Otis as 
chairman. The committee was 
ordered to draft statem ents of 
colonial rights and grievances 
which were to be sent to ail of 
the towns in the province. In 
compliance, Adams prepared a 
document, “State of the Rights 
of the Colonists,” and another 
prominent member of the com­ 
mittee, Dr. Joseph W arren, 
composed a “List of Infringe­ 
m ents 
and 
V iolations 
of 
Rights.” 
M assachusetts towns re ­ 
sponded enthusiastically to 


Boston’s action and numerous 
town committees of correspon­ 
dence were formed. They usu­ 
ally adopted declarations of co­ 
lonial rights, which were often 
printed in the newspapers. 
While the Boston Patriots had 
begun this com m unications 
sy stem and were the most ac­ 
tive in it, they by no means 
dominated the local commit­ 
tees. Members of the Boston 
committee met weekly in the 
selectmen’s room at Faneuil 
Hall to draft letters and to car­ 
ry on a voluminous correspon­ 
dence. An im portant result of 
this was to encourage local par­ 
ticipation in political discussion 
and to stim ulate wide interest 
in the great issues of the day . 
Sam Adams had planned to 
get the General Court of M assa­ 
chusetts to send a circular let­ 
ter to all provincial assemblies 
urging that other colonies es­ 
tablish committees of corre­ 
spondence. Before the M assa­ 
chusetts radicals could act, 
however, Virginia Patriots took 
the lead. 
In early 1773, the Virginia 
House of Burgesses adoptkl a 
resolution introduced by P at­ 
rick Henry , Richard Henry Lee 
and Thomas Jefferson. This 
called for a Virginia committee 
and urged other colonial legis­ 
la ture to follow suit. Most of 
the colonie had committees of 
correpaideiK re by the end of 
1773. 
The “contagion which began 
in Boston” had spread through-

out the colonies, lamented the 
Loy alist (Governor Hutchinson 
of Massachusetts. 
In organizing these commit­ 
tees of corr^pondence the P a­ 
triots had begun an informal 
com m unications sy stem by 
which news, ideas and propa­ 
ganda could be ex changed. A 
writer in the Boston Gazette de- 
clcared that the committees 
were useful in “bringing every 
secret Plot of the Enemies of 
our Constitution speedily to 
Light, and being also an ex ten­ 


sive channel of the wisest Coun­ 
sels.” 
U niting colonial protests 
against British policy was a ba­ 
sic purpose of the committees 
of correspondence, too. When 
the Virginia assembly formed its 
committee, Thomas Jefferson 
stated that it was “the most ur­ 
gent of all m easures” that the 
colonies work together in a 
“common cause” and “produce 
a unity of action.” 
During the crisis precipitated 
by the Intolerable (or Coorcive) 


Acts in 1774 the committees 
proved their worth. As news of 
the closing of the port of Boston 
spread, many towns ex pressed 
their sy mpathy and anger. One 
ex ample was the action of the 
Newport, Rhode Island com­ 
mittee of correspondence (as 
reported in the Newport Mer­ 
cury ): “The insult and indig­ 
nity ” to Boston “ought to be 


viewed in the sam e odious light 
as a direct, hostile, invasion of 
every province on the conti­ 
nent.” 
From far off in Mary land, the 
committee of correspondence 
of Queen’s-Town declared that 
it looked “upon the cause of 
Boston to be the common cause 
of America.” 
Sam Adam s, the m aster 


propagandist, wrote grandly in 
late March 1774, “Colony com­ 
municates with colony ” and 
“the whole continent is now be­ 
come united in sentiment and in 
opposition to ty ranny ,” Adams 
was prem ature in this state­ 
ment, but it was certainly true 
that committees of correspcx i- 
dence had helped to promote in­ 
tercolonial cooperation.

For the history buff who also 
likes ex cellent food, one can’t 
go wrcmg by visiting the Olde 
Pink House R estaurant in 
Savannah, Ga., a national his­ 
toric landm ark and the source 
of fine food in the Savannah tra­ 
dition. 
Originally constructed in 1771 
with an ex terior of pinkish 
stucco, accounting for the 
name, the building is located on 
land which was an original 
grant from the Crown of Eng­ 
land in 1759 . 
Herschel McCallar Jr. and 
Jeffrey Keith, both ex perienced 
in restorations and in 
food 
business, purchased the house 
in 19 70 and after ex tensive 
rehabilitation opened the re­ 
staurant in 19 71. The (Georgian 
stair which graces the building 
is said to be one of the finest to 
be seen any where. 
Low country food is empha­ 
sized on luncheon m enus; 
French creole and continental 
at dinner. Among tempting en­ 
tree s a re country shrim p 
creole, crab au gratin, and 
broiled baby flounder with 
crabm eat dressing. 
A house specialty which ac­ 
companies every dish is this 
corn pudding. Drain a No. 2 
can of whole kernel com and 
add 2 well-beaten eggs. Mix 
together 2 tablespoons sugar, 3 
tablespoons flour, 1 teaspoon 
salt and a dash of pepper. Add 
IV^ cups milk and beat until 
smooth. Now add 2 tablespo(^ 
melted butter. Combine with 
the com and eggs and pour into 
a greased casserole. Bake at 
325 degrees for 1 hour until pud­ 
ding is firm. Serves 4. 
Most popular dessert is called

settlemen ts in n o rthern Thai­ 
lan d o f Meo mo u n tain trib es­ 
men who fled Lao s after the 
Co mmu n ist-do min ated 
Path- 
et Lao to o k co n tro l o f the co u n ­ 
try . He sp o ke to the refu gees in 
Lao witho u t an in terp reter.

BAN NAM LAN, Thailan d 
(AP) — Tho u san ds o f mo u n tain 
trib esmen who fled La(» in the 
p ast two mo n ths after the p ro - 
Co mmu n ist Pathet Lao to o k 
co n tro l o f the co u n try are b are­ 
ly su b sistin g in the ju n gles 
aro u n d here, weary , sick an d in 
so me cases starv in g. 
They walked u p to fo u r weeks 
o v er ru gged terrain o n ly to fin d 
themselv es u n welco me in this 
co u n try ev en here, a day ’s 
march in to Thailan d, an d n o t 
safe fro m Pathet Lao raidin g 
p arties. 
They are Meo s, memb ers o f 
a p ro u d an d in dep en den t p rimi­ 
tiv e race o f wo o dsmen an d 
b lack-clad, silv er-b edecked 
wo men , who were cau ght u p o n 
the p ro -American side o f the 
Lao tian war an d n o w hav e n o ­ 
where to tu rn . 
Thai an d Western ex p erts es­ 
timate 12,000 Meo refu gees are 
liv in g in temp o rary shelters in 
this area o f n o rthern Thailan d, 
an d Thai medical au tho rities 
say 80 p er cen t o f them are su f­ 
ferin g fro m maln u tritio n , ma­ 
laria an d an emia. An o ther 18,- 
000 hav e so u ght refu ge in n o rth­ 
eastern Thailan d. 
Their fu tu re in u n certain . 
Their p resen ce is an irritan t to 
already shaky Thai-Lao rela­ 
tio n s. An d the go lden do o r o f 
America is clo sed to them. 
“We were so ldiers o f Van g 
Pao 
an d 
the 
American s,’’ 
claimed o n e Meo leader, refer­ 
rin g to Gen . Van g Pao , head o f 
a 
CIA-su p p o rted 
mercen ary 
army who has b een gran ted 
asy lu m in the Un ited States. 
“The Pathet Lao are the en e­ 
my . If we go b ack we hav e 
n o thin g to eat, an d they will 
kill u s o r sen d u s o ff to stu dy 
where we will n ev er retu rn to 
o u r families.’’ 
In the Ban Nam Lan area, 
ab o u t fiv e miles — a day ’s 
walk — fro m the fro n tier, 5,7 00 
refu gees are v irtu ally imp ris­ 
o n ed in a ju n gle area b o rdered 
b y Lao s, a Thai Co mmu n ist in ­ 
su rgen t b ase an d two riv ers. 
Thai au tho rities p ermit o n ly 
half a do zen a day to leav e an d 
walk fo u r ho u rs to Mae Cherim 
v illage to b u y essen tials. 
Thai au tho rities here in Nam 
p ro v in ce hav e sp en t $4 0,000 o n 
the refu gees, p ro v in ce go v ern o r 
Sawatdi Prap an ich said, an d 
p ro v in cial refu gee so u rces said 
it wo u ld co st $1,000 a day to 
meet the b asic min imu m n eeds 
in rice alo n e. 
“If they hav e n o rice an d die, 
that is their p ro b lem,’’ said the 
go v ern o r. “We did n o t ask 
them to co me. We hav e p o o r 
Thais who n eed help .’’ 
The go v ern men t say s it has 
ru n o u t o f fu n ds fo r the refu ­ 
gees. Fo r the time b ein g tho se 
here who can affo rd it are b u y ­ 
in g Thai army helico p ter-tran s­ 
p o rted rice at 20 p er cen t mo re 
than the rate in the p ro v in ce 
cap ital, b u t Lao Ten g say s in

o u t o f mo n ey .”

No Thai o fficial co mmen t 
was av ailab le o n the claim. 
Thais an d Western ers emergin g 
fro m the area in recen t weeks 
hav e made similar rep o rts. 
The Un ited States wo u ld aid 
the refu gees thro u gh the Un ited 
Natio n s o r in a mu ltilateral ca­ 
p acity o n ly if the Thai go v ern ­ 
men t askeid fo r help , an o fficial 
at the co n su late in Chien gmai 
said. 
Recen tly the Thais an d the 
Un ited Natio n s high co mmis­ 
sio n fo r refu gees sign ed an 
agreemen t whereb y the co m­ 
missio n o ffice wo u ld p ro v ide 
$3.1 millio n fo r In do chin ese ref­ 
u gees in Thailan d. 
Two U N. o fficials recen tly 
v isited the Thai b ase at the 
ju n gle site an d were rep o rted 
discu ssin g with Thai au tho rities 
ho w mu ch aid to sen d an d ho w 
to tran sp o rt it to the remo te 
area. 
The Meo refu gees claim to 
hav e tu rn ed in mo re than 4 00 
weap o n s to Thai au tho rities an d 
are defen sel^s again st Pathet 
Lao in tru ders an d Thai Co m­ 
mu n ist in su rgen ts in the area.

Last y ear, the same go v ern ­ 
in g b o dy sp u med the p leas o f 
Margo t St. James, a ho o ker 
fro m San Fran cisco an d star 
attractio n at the ABA’s an n u al 
meetin g ev en tho u gh it was 
held at the height o f Watergate. 
This y ear, su p p o rters say 
chan ces fo r p assage are b etter. 
The ABA’s Crimin al Ju stice 
Sectio n dro p p ed its o p p o sitio n 
du rin g a meetin g after the Sec­ 
tio n o n In div idu al Rights, au ­ 
tho r o f the p ro p o sal, accep ted 
co mp ro mise wo rdin g. 
In stead o f askin g fo r the “re­ 
p eal o f all laws p ro hib itin g 
co mmercial sex u al co n du ct,” 
the p ro p o sal as amen ded asks 
fo r the “rep eal o f all laws 
which su b ject to crimin al san c­ 
tio n co mmercial sex u al co n du ct 
in p riv ate.”

Castro optomistic 
on rich dividends

AP Sp ecial Co rresp o n den t 
Fidel Castro , b askin g in the 
warmth o f smiles fro m n eigh­ 
b o rs who o n ce feared him, has 
ju st b een in terv iewed b y the 
So v iet p ress o n the Co mmu n ist 
fu tu re in Latin America, an d he 
seems to scen t a tren d that 
p ro mises the p arty rich div i­ 
den ds. 
Castro o b v io u sly is en chan ted 
b y the idea o f army o fficers til­ 
tin g far left, as in Peru an d 
Po rtu gal, b u t esp ecially Po rtu ­ 
gal. The lo n g in terv iew, p rin ted 
last week in Prav da, su ggests 
warm Fidelista admiratio n fo r 
the army o fficers ru n n in g Po r­ 
tu gal. 
The admiratio n is mu tu al. 
The Po rtu gu ese Armed Fo rces 
Mo v emen t, an d esp ecially its 
secu rity chief, seem to see 
CAiba as a mo del fo r what they 
hav e in min d. In tu rn , Castro 
seems to see Po rtu gal’s ex ­ 
p erien ce as a mo del fo r Co m­ 
mu n ists in Latin America. 
An d why n o t? Army men an d 
the Co mmu n ists wo u ld hav e 
so methin g to o ffer o n e an o ther. 
The Co mmu n ists o ffer strict 
discip lin e, secu re dictato rship 
u n en cu mb ered b y the n u isan ce 
o f demo cratic rights. The leftist 
Army men like the idea o f p o ­ 
litical o rder u n der cen tralized 
p o wer, 
Cu b a was b u mp ed b y its 
n eighb o rs o u t o f the hemi­ 
sp here co mmu n ity a do zen 
y ears ago o n su sp icio n o f ex ­ 
p o rtin g rev o lu tio n . No w, with 
U.S. b lessin g, it’s b ein g wel­ 
co med b ack to the hemisp heric 
b o so m. 
If he do esn ’t ex p o rt rev o lu ­ 
tio n n o w, Fidel su rely do es all 
he can to en co u rage the lo cal 
talen t. The Tass in terv iew dealt 
at len gth with the mid-Ju n e 
co n feren ce in Hav an a o f Co m­ 
mu n ist chiefs fro m all I.atin 
America, who se declaratio n , 
u n an imo u sly ado p ted, .so u n ded 
like a man u al o n what to do to 
hasten the takeo v er. 
As Castro sees it, the "an ti­ 
imp erialist stru ggle,” mean in g 
an ti-Yan kee, mu st in v o lv e co l­ 
lab o ratio n with all man n er o f 
“p rc^ressiv e” fo rces, mean in g 
an y fo rce willin g to accep t the 
p arty as an ally . This in clu des, 
say s Castro “p ro gressiv e ele­ 
men ts in the armed fo rces, who 
sho w themselv es a n ew facto r 
in the rev o lu tio n ary mo v e­ 
men t.” 
It is ev en all right to co llab o ­ 
rate with "b o u rgeo is” fo rces, 
Castro co u n sels, q u o tin g the 
declaratio n , so lo n g as the 
Ckimmu n ists n ev er fo rget that 
the "stru ggle” is to b e led ex ­ 
clu siv ely b y “the wo rkin g class 
an d its v an gu ard, the Co mmu ­ 
n ist p arty ,” 
Castro q u o tes the n ew Ha­ 
v an a declaratio n as p ay in g ad­ 
mirin g trib u te to the So v iet de­ 
ten te p o licy 
- the p o licy that 
led to the recen t 35-n atio n Eu ­ 
ro p ean su mmit 
as an imp o r­ 
tan t facto r in adv an cin g the 
fo rtu n es o f the in tern atio n al 
Co mmu n ist mo v emen t. 
The in terv iewer said Castro 
emp hasized that So v iet fo reign 
p o licy effo rts had immen se 
mean in g fo r “the cau se o f the 
in tern atio n al rev o lu tio n ary 
mo v emen t.” 


“Latin American Co mmu ­ 
n ists,” the Tass acco u n t go es 
o n , “are u n an imo u s that de­ 
ten te an d the su ccesses o f the 
stru ggle fo r p eace, which are 
the resu lt o f the shift in the re­ 
latio n o f fo rces to the adv an ­ 
tage o f so cialism, fav o r the 
stren gthen in g o f all rev o lu tio n ­ 
ary an d p ro gressiv e fo rces.” 
On ly “reactio n ary fo rces,” 
say s Castro , wan t the co ld war 
these day s. The in terv iew o u t­ 
lin es what Castro calls “lo n g­ 
term strategy an d tactics,” an d 
ev iden tly all the Latin Ameri­ 
can Co mmu n ist leaders n o w 
agree with the So v iet Po litb u ro 
that fo r the time b ein g, an y ­ 
way , su gar is a b etter to o l than 
v in egar — su gar in the fo rm o f 
trade relatio n s an d co llab o ra­ 
tio n with all “p ro gressiv es” in ­ 
stead o f v in egar in the fo rm o f 
v io len ce. 
This will p ro sp er, figu res 
Castro , b ecau se “cap italism is 
in n o co n ditio n to reso lv e an y 
o f the b asic p ro b lems o f Latin 
America.” Castro ’s Cu b a seems 
n o w to o ccu p y the ro le o f ex ­ 
amp le to o ther Co mmu n ist 
fo rces o f what can b e do n e b y 
fo llo win g Mo sco w’s “gen eral 
lin e” an d b rin gin g ab o u t a situ ­ 
atio n wherein sio v iet mo n ey an d 
p o litical wallo p can p lay a deci­ 
siv e ro le.

One person can hav e a 
simple salmon salad u sing a 
sniall 3%-ou nce can of salmon, 
crisp salad greens, fresh 
grap es and a sliced p ear, apple 
(MT other fru it in season. Top this 
with a may onnaise dressing 
and a sprig of p arsley . Hot rolls 
or crack ers and a hot bev erage 
complete this simple p latter. 


SALMON SALAD FOR ONE 
1 (3^4 ou nce) can salmon ■ 
Crisp salad greens 
Fresh p ear wedges 
Ou sters of grapes 
Celery stick s 
2 tablespoons may onnaise 
Reserv ed salmon liq u id 
1/2 teaspoon lemon ju ice 
teaspoon dried diil weed 
Parsley , for garnish 
Chill and drain salmon, re­ 
serv ing liq u id. Tu rn can of sal­ 
mon ou t on salad plate lined 
with greens. Arrange p ear 
wedges, grapes and celery 
stick s arou nd salmon. For 
dressing, blend may onnaise 
with reserv ed salmon liq u id, 
lemon ju ice and dill weed.

Ralph Baicer has been to the top of the pro 
football world. He has been a m em ber of the 
New York Jets for more than one-third of his 
life. An 11-y ear veteran. Baker has known the 
glory of Super Bowl triumph. 
Today Baker is preparing to go to work in 
sales for an acoustical contractor. 
Cut by the Jets this week to make way for 
y ounger, stronger bodies, the 32-y ear-old Baker 
faced up to reality last night and announced his 
retirem ent from football. 
‘‘This is certainly a sad day , but y ou know it 
has to come to every body ,” Baker said. ‘‘I 
knew I didn’t figure in their plans. But I felt I 
was insurance— in case some of the y oung line­ 
backers fouled up,” 
Placed on waivers Monday , Baker had 
h o p ^ against hope that some other team might 
be interested in a linebacker with his ex peri- 
aice. 
‘‘They put me on waivers before training 
cam p started, and a few team s were inter^t- 
ed,” he said. ‘‘So the club tried to m ake a trade, 
but they told me they couldn’t.” 
‘‘I think the only club that would be interest­ 
ed in me now would be one in a desperate situa- 
tin for linebackers. I can only hope— but I don’t 
like my chances.” 
At 4 p.m. Tuesday , Baker cleared waivers. 
There were no takers— ex cept for the acousti­ 
cal contractor. 
Most of the other play ers dropped this week, 
as the 26 National Football League teams 
trim m ed their rosters to 60, were not as fortu- 


nate. Although there were a tew veterans 
among those placed on waivers, the vast m a­ 
jority were rookies and free agents who \vill 
never get that taste of Sunday glory . 
A number of trades were made as coaches 
jockey ed for position, dealing a play er not like­ 
ly to make the team for one who niight, or fo r 
that well-known ‘‘future draft choice.” 
The Pittsburgh Steeiers, for ex ample, were 
well stocked in running backs, so they dealt 
Steve Davis to the New York Jets for a draft 
choice. The New York Giants, with a bevy of 
linebackers, shipped Henry Reed to Denver f« * 
defensive tackle Greg Marx . The Washington 
Redskins sent tight end Mike Hancock to Buffa­ 
lo for a draft choice. 


Among veterans to be placed on waivers 
were wide receiver A1 Barnes, by New Or­ 
leans; com erback Alvin Wy att, by Washing­ 
ton; punter Tom McNeill, by Atlanta, and of­ 
fensive tackle Randy Jackson and defensive 
taclde Don Hultz, by Chicago. 
Thé Detroit Lions said Guy Dennis, ex pect­ 
ed to be a starter at either center or guard, and 
reserve defensive tackle Jerry Patton had q uit 
the team, end the Chicago Bears announced 
that comerback Joe Tay lor was ‘‘phy sically 
unable to perform .” 
The Miami Dolphins, m ade a move in ^ 
other direction. Looking for sorne depth at wide 
receiver, the Dolphins signed eight-y ear veter­ 
an A1 Dodd, cut recently by Atlanta. Dodd’s 
best y ear was 1969, when he caught 33 passes 
for 600 y ards for New Orleans.

pionship with athletes from 
bigger institutions. 
There alway s has been some 
antag(x iism between Division I 
schools—largest in the NCAA— 
and schools in Divisi(Mis II and 
III. But of 7 3 proposed money - 
saving changes in the NCAA’s 
by laws, only three would ‘‘take 
from the rich and give to the 
poor” &force schools competing 
in post-season basketball and 
football championships and in 
televised football games 
to 
share net receipts with other 
NCAA members. 
Two of the three were pro­ 
posed by Long Beach (Calif.) 
State University and the third 
by the conference to which it 
bel(x igs, the Pacific Coast Ath­ 
letic Association. 
Of the three. Resolution No. 
65 is most publicized and m(» t 
controversial. It would divide 
football 
television 
receipts 
among all schools, with 50 per 
cent going to Division I schools, 
25 per cent to Division II and 25 
per cent to Division III. 
Dr. 
Stephen 
Horn, 
Long 
Beach president who proposed 
it, charges that ‘‘only 10 per 
cent of the m ajor colleges are 
making m(mey from their foot­ 
ball program s and the rest of 


the schools are not breaking 
even.” 
NCAA leaders, however, say 
Horn’s 
proposal 
has 
little 
chance of being approved and 
m ay not even be acceptable for 
presentation at the Special Con­ 
vention on finances. 
NCAA 
president John A. Kusak com­ 
mented Tuesday night that 
‘‘what is being overlooked here 
is a decline in gate receipts 
(with televised gam es)...There 
would be no desire of big 
schools to go on television” if 
Horn’s plan were approved. 
The resolutions are divided 
into six groups: Financial aid, 
recruiting practices, personnel 
and sq uad limitations, play ing 
and practice seasons, income 
distribution and miscellaneous. 
The first area would elimi­ 
nate discussion on all others 
dealing with financial aid. An­ 
other proposal by the Pacific 
C oast A thletic 
A ssociation 
would amend by laws so that 


‘‘no financial 
aid may 
be 
awarded based on a student’s 
athletic ability .” 
Stanley Marshall, secretary - 
treasurer of the NCAA and ath­ 
letic director at South Dakota 
State, noted that schools in the 
Pacific Ck)ast confer« ice al­ 
ready have such a rule, and 
said he ‘‘doubted very strong­ 
ly ” that it would be a do p té 
universally . 
M arshall’s school is in Divi­ 
sion II, with 6,200 students. 
‘‘We’re limited to 45 football 
scholarships...and they ’re for 
tuition and fees only ,” he said. 
‘‘And personally , I’d like to see 
other schools have the same 
sort of lim its.” 
He also favors Resolution No. 
6, a plan to vary the amount of 
athletic scholarships on the 
basis of financial ne ^ .

CENTRALIA (AP)— One of the worst 
fears of Illinois foresters appears to be com­ 
ing true. It appears an outbreak of the vora­ 
cious, defoliating gypsy moth is p<%sible. 
By early August the state Agriculture De­ 
partment had trapped nearly 200 adult male 
gypsy moths in 42 traps at the (Tiicago suburb 
of Palos Park and fully expected to catch 
more. 
John Sester, staff forester with the Divi­ 
sion of Forestry in the Conservation Depart­ 
ment, was stunned when he heard the figure. 
"If that’s true,” he said in an interview, "that 
would scare me right out of my wits.” 
Lonnie Matzenbacher, plant and pesticide 
specialist supervisor for the Agriculture De 
partment, confirmed the figure 
While the number may not seem large. 
Sester said, it is menacing Only 12 of the 
moths were captured in the state—11 in the 
same area—last year and only three in 1973 
The pattern matches that of outbreak in other 
states, he said. If they continue to multiply at 
that rate, thousands of acres of Illinois timber 
could be stripped over the next two to three 
years. 
Matzenbacher said. “One gypsy moth lar­ 
vae is capable of consuming one square foot 
of leaf every 24 hours” Each female is capa­ 
ble of producing 275 to 600 larvae, or caterpil­ 
lars, each summer — 8 0 many that she must 
walk instead of fly because of the weight. 
“They eat ever> leaf cn a tree,” Sester 
said, “acres of trees at a time.” In the east, 
where the first gypsy moths were accidental­ 
ly freed in 1868 by a French scientist, thou 


sands of acres have been denuded by the in­ 
sect in such states as Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey. Evergreens are the first victims, then 
hardwoods, specially oaks. 
Sester said gypsy moth populations ex­ 
plode because the insects have no native ene­ 
mies to control their numbers. "Any animal 
in the insect kingdom will explode when they 
don’t have any natural control,” he said 
Both officials -:iy the moth was brought to 
the state by man, hitchhiking on campers, 
trucks and other moveable objects to which 
females had attached eggs "Illinois,” Mat- 
zenbach said, "is the westemmc» t state in 
which they’ve been found in any numbers.” 
He said the trapping program won’t be fin- 
i:;hed until September and it will take another 
month for officials to decide what to do Pesti­ 
cides have used with some success in the East 
but Sester hopes for natural controls such as 
birds, insects or dist 
e that would destroy 
the moths. 


If there is to be ? general outbreak the first 
signs of it won’t appear until next spring when 
the caterpillar“ hatch and begin feeding 
"There may be a year delay,” Sester said. 
“We don’t know It would not be this year." 
Heavy damage, if such an outbreak could 
not be brought under control, would be appar­ 
ent by the third year 
Matzenbacher said the caterpillars grow 
to about two inches, are fuzy, dark gray and

Technicians wo rkin g on T itan 
CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP)— Technicians are 
still trying to replace a faulty valve in a Titan Centaur 
space vehicle that postponed launching of America’s lat­ 
est Mars explorer. 
Electrical storms interrupted removal of the old 
valve Tuesday, but it was finally lifted and rushed by jet 
plane to California to see if the Viking project must again 
be delayed. 
The valve was to be examined by technicians at the 
United Technologies plant at Sunnyvale, Calif., a process 
that could last until hours before the launch time, 5:08 
p.m.

Administration said that if the valve’s defect is not 
deemed to be generic— occurring in all like valves— the 
launching should go on on schedule. 
The launching had been set for Monday but was de­ 
layed for at least three days when the valve, one of 24 such 
valves in the first stage of the Titan-Centaur, stuck in an 
open position. 
That would have allowed loss of the nitrogen tetroxide 
used to steer the first stage, technicians say. 
The Viking is to make a soft landing on Mars next 
summer to determine if life exists or has ever existed on 
the Red Planet. A sister ship is to be launched later. 


Victims likely to b e teen ag ers 
WASHINGTON (AP)— A new government survey 
shows that teen-agere are more likely to be the victims of 
rape, robbery, assault and larceny than their elders. 
TTie report, issued Tuesday by the Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration, also said that black men gen­ 
erally are victimized more often than other groups. 
The summary was the first full-year report from the 
LEAA’s $12-million project to measure the crime rate by 
using polling techniques. 
The report was based on a 1973 poll of 60,000 house­ 
holds and 15,000 business establishments across the coun­ 
try. The Census Bureau conducts the poll for LEAA. 
It showed that about 236 of every 1,000 persons from 
ages 12 to 19 were victims of personal crime. The age 
category with the lowest victimization rate, 31.6 per 1,000, 
was 65 years and over. 
The report said “Blacks were more likely than whites 
to have been victimized by rape, robbery and assault, 
whereas whites were more likely to have been victims of 
personal larceny,” defined as the theft of a purse or wallet 
without a threat of violence. 
The repwt showed that 161 of every 1,000 black men 
were victims of personal crime, compared with 151.5 for 
white men. Black and white women were victimized at 
about the same rate, slightly over 100 per 1,000. 
The statistics on rape showed that black women were 
victimized at a rate of 3.1 per 1,000, compared with 1.7 for 
white women.

Many race cars wou ld be re­ 
qu ired to hav e mu fflers u nder 
new noise pollu tion reg u lations 
proposed by the Illinois Env i­ 
ronmental Protection Ag ency . 
The Pollu tion (Control Board, 
which 
adju dicates 
pollu tion 
cases and sets standards and 
ru les, will hold pu blic hearing s 
on the proposed reg u lations be­ 
fore deciding whether to adopt 
the proposals annou nced Tu es­ 
day . 


The mu fflers wou ld be re­ 
qu ired on cars “u nless it is 
technically u nfeasible,” 
the 
EPA said. Other proposed reg u ­ 
lations wou ld requ ire tracks to 
bu y or rent noise monitoring 
equ ipment and requ ire the 
m(» t efficient u se of pu blic ad­ 
dress sy stems to redu ce the 
noise lev el ou tside the track 
area. Officials said the reg u ­ 
lations wou ld be to the adv an­ 
tag e of fans and driv ers as well 
as nearby residents. 


“The benefits are important 
sig nificant ones,” said Jack 
Moore, head of the EPA’s div i­ 
sion of noise pollu tion control. 
“Noise can lead tc a loss of 
hearing . With these new reg u ­ 
lations, the driv ers wou ld su ffer 
less of a hearing loss. Specta­ 
tors wou ld find the noise less 
trou blesome, as it wou ld be 
easier to conv erse.” 
Moore said mu fflers wou ld be 
requ ired on cars ex cept those 
su ch as sprint and midg et cars.

NBA opens 


30 th season 


in October 


N EW Y O RK — The Golden 
State W arriors begin defense of 
their championship in Cleve­ 
land, while Kareem Abdul-Jab- 
bar, the new Los Angeles Lak­ 
ers’ center, makes his debut in 
New York to highlight the start 
of the National Basketball As­ 
sociation’s ^th season on Oct. 
23. 
Commissioner Lawrence F. 
O’Brien announced the Associ­ 
ation’s regular season schedule 
Thursday, which includes four 
attractions on opening night, 
and 738 games in all, through 
April 11. 
The Washington Bullets play 
host to Kansas City and New 
Orleans is at Atlanta in the oth­ 
er games on Oct. 23, six days 


later than last year’s openers. 
The New Orleans Jazz move 
into the Louisiana Superdome 
for their home opener against 
Detroit on Oct. 24. The Super­ 
dome has a seating capacity of 
19,203. 
M eanw hile, 
the 
Houston 
Rockets will be facing the M il­ 
waukee Bucks on Nov. 2 in The 
Summit, a 15,600-seat facility. 
This game w ill be the first 
sporting event in the new home 
of the Rockets. 
The new arenas in New Or­ 
leans and Houston are the latest 
in a nationwide trend toward 
ultra-modem facilities. In all, 
12 of the 18 N BA teams are 
playing in buildings less than 10 
years old. 


Another new look in 1975-76 
will be a modification in each 
club’s schedule. Each team in a 
four-team division w ill face 
clubs in its own division a total 
of five less games, with five 
more games against teams in 
the other division of the same 
conference. 
Meanwhile, the squads in the 
five-team divisions w ill have a 
total of four fewer intra-divi- 
sion games and four "more 
games against teams in the oth­ 
er divisions of the same confer­ 
ence. 
For example, each Atlantic 
Division team plays each other 
Atlantic Division team seven 
times, each Central Division 
team five tim ^, and each 


Western Conference team four 
times. 
In addition, each Central D i­ 
vision team w ill face each other 
Central Division club either 
seven or eight times (two clubs 
seven times, two clubs eight 
tim es), each Atlantic Division 
team five times and each West­ 
ern Conference team four 
times. 
The Midwest Division format 
parallels the Atlantic Division, 
since each division has fot^ 
clubs, while the Pacific D ivi­ 


sion format parallels the Cen­ 
tral Division, with five clubs 
each. 
In the fourth annual N BA 
Hall of Fam e Game, the Golden 
State W arriors w ill meet the 
Houston Rockets Oct. 26 at the 
Civic O n ter in Springfield, 
Mass. 
The 26th annual East-West 
All-Star Game w ill be played at 
the Spectrum in Philadelphia 
on Feb. 3. The Columbia Broad­ 
casting System w ill televise the 
game starting at 9 p.m. (E S T ).

The reco rd is 3.97 millio n 
to ns in 1965 .

While the smaller ho useho ld 
will mean “ the need fo r hauling 
bo dies is reduced,” rising in­ 
co mes, due in part to mo re 
wo rking wiv es and fewer fami­ 
ly members to suppo rt, will in­ 
crease the ability to pay , Cran­ 
dall added.
